The supervisor's 13-page determina- 
tion on whether the petition complied 
with New York State Village Law was 
posted on the town’s website follow- 
ing a public hearing last month. Pro- 
ponents blasted the decision, but Van 
Scoyoc reiterated that the petitioners 
can correct the portions cited as in- 
valid and try again, if they so choose. 

“I know the petitioners will be dis- 
appointed,” he wrote.

“In yet another agenda-driv- 
en decision that ignores gov- 
erning law, the town supervisor 
has manufactured reasons to reject a 
petition by Wainscott voters to escape 
his rule,” Michael McKeon, a spokes- 
man for the petitioners, Citizens for 
the Preservation of Wainscott (CPW), 
said in a statement. 

In his determination, Van Scoyoc 
listed eight reasons for his decision, al- 


though one of those reasons he noted. 


were neighbor’s tangential objections 
about the impact incorporation would 
have on property values. 


He wrote that the petitioners were 
supposed to file the paperwork and the 
$6,000 filing fee with him directly, not 
through the town clerk. He also wrote 
that the petition only had 15 people 
sign the petition as of November 20, 
which he determined was not 20% of 
the proposed village’s population as 
petitioners described it at the time. In 
addition, he objected to the borders of 
the proposed village, among other is- 
sues.

World Leaders Meet and Work Out a Solution to Wind Farm Problem

he plan to build 15 

wind turbines over the 
horizon off Montauk Point 
has been moving along 
smartly. Someday soon, the 
turbines will provide enough 
environmentally correct electricity to 
power every home in the Hamptons. 

But in early February, the hamlet 
of Wainscott, where the wind turbine 
underground cable would come ashore 
and hook up to the power grid, de- 
clared it intended to incorporate into 
a village. With that, no underground 
power line would be allowed. And a 
battery of lawyers—some of the most 
powerful lawyers in the country live 
in Wainscott—fired off lawsuits to stop 
that cable from coming. Have it come 
ashore elsewhere. But Not In Our 
Backyard. 

This threat caught all our govern- 
ment officials flat-footed. The Town 
of East Hampton was shocked. The 
county legislature was stunned into in- 
action. And when Gov. Andrew Cuomo 
said he could not stand up to an incor- 
porated Wainscott, the issue went to 
Washington, D.C., where, thankfully, 
President Joe Biden dropped every- 
thing, declared a state of emergency, 
and called all parties to the White 
House to sit and work out a solution to 
this problem, keeping the meeting go- 
ing-day and night for however long it 
would take. 

This is one of President Biden’s 
trademarks. Talking things through.

project is going ahead. Wainscott will 
proudly lead the nation.” 

And East Hampton Historian Beth 
Cooper said, “This is a triumph not 
only for the environment, but also for 
our treasured historic traditions.” 

Although the agreed-upon compro- 
mise has not yet been made public, 
Dan’s Papers, by interviewing a sound 
man in charge of microphones and 
speakers at this marathon meeting, 
told us the outcome.

through the historic community of 
Wainscott to a telephone pole at the 
East Hampton electrical grid. From 
there its electricity can be brought 
down and sent off separately to power 
all the homes in the Hamptons. ~ 

The stone aqueduct will not only hold 
up the power cable, but, like other Ro- 
man aqueducts, carry a stream of wa- 
ter. At the power grid, a desalinization 
plant will convert the seawater into 
fresh water in case the underground 
aquifer gets compromised. (A proposal 
to have this aqueduct also serve as a 
children’s water slide was tabled pend- 
ing a future study from a committee 
created for that purpose.) 

Another perk: Because this giant 
windmill will be so close to the shore, 
it will be visible only to the Wainscot- 
ters, a proud reminder of heritage, his- 
tory, the environment and how their 
community alone is pioneering the 
new wind power age for the future. 
And in celebration, the windmill will 
throw off a spectacular half an hour’s 
display of fireworks when high winds 
come at night and speed up the wind- 
mill blades — another exclusive perk 
for Wainscotter eyes only. 

Toward the end of this marathon 
meeting, only one group of attendees 
remained unpersuaded. This group 
consisted of representatives of the oil 
and gas industries. 

But President Biden, in a spectacular 
and genius display of his accommo- 
dating abilities, proposed, and got ap- 
proval by a unanimous but very hoarse 
voice vote, having the giant windmill 
sit atop the steel platform of a hidden 
underwater oil rig that would auto- 
matically pump oil whenever the wind 
eased and the windmill blades stopped 
turning for a half hour. 

“Genius,” said an oil industry repre- 
sentative who was at the meeting. “The 
first oil rig offshore of the Hamptons. 
My hat is off to this president,” he con- 
cluded, tapping his yellow construc- 
tion helmet briefly.

N ot since Hurricane Carol de- 
stroyed late abstract expression- 
ists James Brooks and Charlotte Park’s 
beachfront studio nearly 70 years ago, 
prompting the couple to barge their 
surviving cottage across Napeague 
Bay from Montauk to Springs, has 
the historic structure’s future been so 
cloudy. 

That’s because last month the Town 
of East Hampton, which bought the 11- 
acre property where the house sits on 
Neck Path for $1.1 million in 2013, un- 
expectedly revoked its contract with 
Peconic Historic Preservation Inc., a 


not-for-profit organization that was 
hired four years ago to help restore, 
maintain and host programming at 
what is now known as Brooks Park—a 
move that has sparked as many inter- 
pretations as one of Brooks’ surreal 
paintings. 

“The town board has concerns as 
to the deposition of funds already do- 
nated to Peconic Historic Preservation 
Inc.,” East Hampton Town Supervisor 
Peter Van Scoyoce said at the town’s 
February 18 meeting, noting that New 
York State authorities would be noti- 
fied to ensure donations are returned. 

The breakdown is a far cry from the 
goal to replicate the success at Duck 


Creek Farm, a colonial-era property 
that later became home to artist Little 
John, who, like Brooks and Park, was 
friends with famed abstract expres- 
sionists Jackson Pollock and Lee 
Krasner and was part of a mid-century 
community of artists drawn to and 
inspired by the natural beauty of the 
South Fork. 

Robert Strada, the executive direc- 
tor of the nonprofit that sought to re- 
store the Brooks house, didn’t respond 
to request for comment, but his White 
Plains-based attorney Lee David Au- 
erbach questioned the town’s motives. 

“It is totally, completely a smoke 
screen,” Auerbach said of the funding

issue the town cited. The attorney con- 
ceded he didn’t know what he thinks 
the town’s ulterior motives are. 

Helen Harrison, who’s the direc- 
tor of the Pollock-Krasner House and 
Study Center and a member of the 
Brooks-Park Heritage Project, said the 
group raised $84,302.50 to help fund 
the preservation of the Brooks House 
between the town declaring it a histor- 
ic site in 2014 and the nonprofit being 
contracted to manage it in 2017. She 
questioned why the nonprofit spent 
what amounts to more than double the 
agreed upon 5% annual overhead fee. 

“Why would they spend $30,000?” 
she asked. “On what? There’s been no 
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programming.” 

Auerbach maintains that the funds 
went toward insurance, bank and ac- 
counting fees—and that the town has 
been provided documentation show- 
ing as much. 

In the resolution to cancel the con- 
tract, the town also wrote that “a con- 
siderable period of time has elapsed 
without necessary restoration work 
being performed upon the structures 
at Brooks Park.” 

But Harrison and Auerbach each 
separately used the same adjective to 
describe the town blaming the non- 
profit for the lack of progress on reha- 
bilitating the house: Disingenuous. 

“It’s not the responsibility of the li- 
censee to restore the property, that’s 
the town’s responsibility,” Harrison 
said. “The licensee’s responsibility is 
to run it... to be the managing partner 
with the town. The managing plan is 
to be carried out with the licensee, but 
it can't be implemented until the site 
has been restored.” 

HISTORIC REHAB 

Auerbach said the nonprofit struck 
an agreement to split the cost of res- 
toration of the house 50/50. The non- 
profit even had an undisclosed finan- 
cial backer to help fund its half of the 
work, he added. But what happened 
after that remains unclear. 

“The town expressed interest in re- 
storing the Brooks property, and then 
they reneged,” he said, noting that his 
client received no prior notification 
that the contract cancelation was go- 
ing to be on the town board’s agenda. 
“All of a sudden they did a 180.” 

The town had tapped the Commu- 
nity Preservation Fund (CPF), a New 
York State-run program funded by 
a 2% real estate sales tax on the East 
End, to purchase the property. 

State Assemblyman Fred Thiele 
(I-Sag Harbor), who created the CPF 
program, declined to comment on the 
contract issue on the grounds that it’s 
a local matter, but he said he hopes for 
a positive resolution. 

“I have supported the preserva- 
tion of this property and continue to 
believe that the original decision to 
restore this property is the right one,” 
he said. 

Harrison, the historian who did the 
research that the town relied upon to 
declare the property a historic site— 
she even knew the couple personally 
when they were alive—was optimistic 
when the group was brought in. She 
thought that there would be progress 
after hitting some stumbling blocks 
following the acquisition. 

“It appeared there would be some 
movement,” she recalled. “But for 
some reason it just didn’t happen.” 

She said the goal of restoration was

an adaptive use for exhibits and public 
events, but not a full-fledged museum. 

“Tt has architectural interest, it has 
artistic interest, these people were 
important members of the abstract 
expressionist community that sum- 
mered here,” she said. “It was sort of 
a no-brainer to make it a historic site 
because it qualified on so many differ- 
ent levels.” 

UNDERSTATED SIGNIFICANCE 

Besides Brooks and Park’s role in 
the arts community, the house itself is 
historically significant for its origins 
before they bought it. 

The modest cottage was originally 
built in a Montauk fishing community, 
but the homes were later sold off to 
summer residents. When the couple 
bought it, the only running water was 
a hand pump in the sink. After the 
hurricane blew their detached studio 
off the bluff on which the house over- 
looked, they hired a company to move 
it closer to the Springs artists commu- 
nity. It’s now the only known surviving 
house from the historic fishing village. 

In March 2020, however, the Na- 
tional Trust for Historic Preservation 
wrote a letter to the town urging it 
to stop any plans to raze the Brooks 
House and to “work with interested 
parties to develop a plan for the long- 
term future of this nationally signifi- 
cant site.” 

Auerbach is also concerned that the 


town will demolish it. But Harrison 
said the town has indicated to her that 
it hopes to find another nonprofit to 
take over management of the park. 
“The town board is interested in 


Brooks’ own words suggest he hoped 
his work would endure the test of time.

Third Priciest Sale of 2020

n oceanfront property on East 

Hampton’s prestigious Further 
Lane sold at the end of last year for 
slightly more than $57 million, real 
estate deed transfers showed this 
week. The transaction makes it the 
third biggest sale of 2020. 

The 6.11-acre property at 290 Fur- 
ther Lane boasts a Francis Fleetwood 
house, and just sold in 2018 for $40 million 
($29 million less than its original asking 
price two years earlier). The buyers at the 
time were repped by Bespoke Real Estate’s 
Cody and Zach Vichinsky, and Bespoke 
closed the deal for them this time, as well. 

Through a spokesperson, Bespoke port- 
folio managers declined to comment on the 
sale. 

Only two other deals came in above this 
$57 million trade in 2020. The property at 
650 Meadow Lane in Southampton sold in 
March for $84.4 million, while 12 and 15 
West Dune Road in East Hampton closed 
at $67 million. 

An oceanfront home at 187 Dune Road

in Bridgehampton sold in December for 
$50.15 million, but that was bumped to the 
fourth largest trade thanks to this deal. 
The owners of 290 Further Lane capital- 
ized on the investment in just two years. In 
2016, the property went on the market for 
$69 million when the owner, James Mar- 
cus, a retired Goldman Sachs partner and 


the former board chairman of the Metro-— 


politan Opera, passed away. It was reduced 
twice, before selling to an undisclosed 
party for $40 million in 2018. 

We hear some extensive renovations 
were undertaken at the 10,000-square- 
foot house and the owners re-listed it at 
$68 million over the summer, according to 
the listing. It closed at $57.04 million on 
December 18, 2020. 

No word on who the new owners are, as 
the transaction recorded only 290 East LP 
as the buyer. The seller was 910 SOB LLC. 

Whoever the buyer is, there’s no short- 
age of reasons to have bought this prop- 
erty with 300 feet of ocean frontage with 
Atlantic views from every room, along 
with an oceanside pool, a rooftop deck, a

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Hamptons Home Where Biggie Filmed ‘Juicy’ 
Still a Dream, But for Whom? 


BY TAYLOR K. VECSEY 


t was all a dream . . . Certainly 

seems that way now. It’s been near- 
ly 27 years since the Notorious B.I.G. 
released the video for Juicy, which was 
featured in the new Netflix documentary 
on the late rapper’s life, Biggie: I Got a 
Story to Tell. 

As he spits the first bars on his chart- 
topping single, “It was all a dream, I used to 
read Word Up! magazine,” he is standing 
on the rooftop of the house at 984 Noyac 
Path in Water Mill. The home featured in 
his rags-to-riches rap off his debut album, 
Ready to Die, is fondly known as “Island 
in the Sky” because of its unique pool and 
hot tub that sit atop the roof on one of the 
highest points on the East End. 

While it may be an indelible moment in 
‘90s hip hop and Biggie is still be celebrated 
24 years after his death, the home has not 
been an easy one to move on the market. 

“I found that people who were unfamil- 
iar enjoyed learning that fun fact about 
the home, but it doesn’t help or hurt when 
trying to sell it,” says Noel Roberts of Nest 
Seekers, who last listed the house for $5.95 
million in spring 2020. 

The Japanese architect and sculptor Set- 
suo Ito built the 12,000-square-foot abode 


in the early 1990s to take advantage of the 
300-foot elevation and views from Water 
Mill to the Atlantic Ocean to the south and 
the Peconic Bay to the north. 

“It’s one of the most unique sites in the 
Hamptons due to its elevation and privacy,” 
says Roberts. 

It masterfully imagined the unusual de- 
sign with a 5,000-square-foot deck, topped 
by a structural steel pyramid that rises 32 
feet into the air with a pool at the center. 

“Short jetties for basking in watery prox- 
imity divide it into arrow-shaped bays, al- 
lowing a 60-foot stretch for lap swimming,” 
The New York Times described it in 
April of 1994. 

The perfect spot for Biggie to deliver this 
verse: “Lunches, brunches, interviews by 
the pool/Considered a fool ‘cause I dropped 
out of high school/Stereotypes of a black 
male misunderstood/And it’s still all good” 

Other scenes show a crowd of people 
partying by the pool and lounging under 
the pyramid. Ito boasted to The Time that 
100 people could gather by the pool with- 
out feeling cramped. 

In 2007, Ito priced the home at a stagger- 
ing $30 million. The property later sold for 
just $3 million. By 2012, it was back on the 
market for $10.975 million. 

Roberts listed it for the current owners 


in April for $5.95 million. But thenine-acre 
parcel came off the market in late June.

“We wanted to pull it off market and 
work confidentially behind the scenes with 
some best-in-class designers to reimagine 


what could be constructed there,” Roberts 
explains. “There were tentative plans to 
bring it back to market, but there’s the pos- 
sibility the property won’t make it back to 
market, and could trade without a public 
listing.” 

Roberts, who starred last summer in 
the Netflix show Million Dollar Beach 
House, is now the the head of Private Cli- 
ent by Nest Seekers, a boutique practice at 
the brokerage for high net-worth buyers. 

It’s certainly an estate to be seen— 
whether you are into hip hop or not. 

The seven-bedroom, six-and-a-half bath 
home has been on and off the market with 
various agencies and brokers for years. The 
ground floor begins with a dramatic entry, 
a living room, gallery and a dining atrium. 
The kitchen has been renovated to feature 
white-glass flooring, custom contemporary 
cabinets, white stone counter tops, and 
chef-caliber appliances. 

The mezzanine level offers a workout 
room, three-bedroom suites, and a media 
room. Upstairs, a large bedroom suite fea- 
tures a spa-like bathroom, as well as access 
to a second-level pool cabana. 

An adjacent 6~-acre parcel is also avail- 
able, making it possible to create a total 15- 
acre compound. 

A dream, for sure.

his week’s cover artist, Cat Bach- 

man, talks about her whimsical 
sea-themed work, her artistic process 
and more. 

What was the inspiration for 
this piece? The cover painting, “The 
Voyage,” is a love story. A pair of starry- 
eyed fish navigate the changing sea. Their 
lifetime journey is almost always blissfully 
peaceful. But life’s perils sometimes ap- 
pear, as represented by the seagulls in the 
hot air balloon. They are ready and armed 
with their hooks and lures. Oh dear! It just 
might be my first self portrait. 

Talk about your love of the 
East End. The magnificence of the 
ocean, the soft sea breezes, the windswept 
dunes, seagulls in flight. The East End is 
heaven on earth to me. Living here pro- 
vides the perfect backdrop for my char- 
acters. The beauty I see with my eyes is 
matched with what I see in my mind. The

real and imagined combine to form a fan- 
tastical story. A story of fun and imagina- 
tion. All art is a novel. 

Tell us about your art style 
and how it’s evolved or changed 
over the years. My art style has always 
been fantasy peppered with humor. I love 
to sit and imagine, “what if?” What if the 
captain of that ship is a red fish? What if he 
is building a model ship in a bottle when he 
should be mooring the boat in Montauk? 

Talk about your process. 
My process begins by visiting a scene over 
and over again. I want to feel the magic. I 
do a few rough sketches: and take several 
photos. Back in my studio, I research ex- 
tensively. My bookshelves are lined with 
the books of contemporary fantasy and 
science fiction illustrators, as well as beau- 
tifully illustrated fairy tales from the last 
century. I daydream a bit. I see the colors 
in my mind. Then I get to work. The char- 
acters that live in my imagination begin 
to exit my head onto the canvas. And the 
story begins.

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Mayor Kathleen Mulcahy —

ag Harbor Mayor Kathleen Mulcahy has 

been a resident of the charming village 
for nearly three decades and ran for office in 2019 
with the intention of helping Sag Harbor balance 
its historic character with its status as a world- 
class tourist destination. Today, Mulcahy contin- 
ues to work on maintaining the beauty and charm 
of the village with waterfront rezoning efforts, new 
environmental laws and more. 


What is one in-process project you’d like to 
see completed and implemented in 2021? 

The one really big thing is our waterpark plan- 
ning rezoning efforts, and that, of course, has been 
introduced in draft form. We are in a public com- 
ment period, and we are going to, at the end of the 
month, review all the comments versus the current 
code and see what we think should be changed or 
adapted in the current draft, then present a final ver- 
sion by March 9 to hopefully have a public hearing at 
the end of March and ratify in early April. 

We're about a month behind from where we want- 
ed to be, but that’s because our village is passionate, 
and our residents had a lot to say. So we're listening, 
adjusting and moving forward. I do think that when 
it does get finalized, it’s going to be a really great tool 
for the village. We have a beautiful waterfront, and 
we certainly don’t want to see it filled up with condos 
that’ll be used two months a year, then dark the rest 
of the time, and will block public access to our water- 
front. We have to protect it. 


What are the plans for John Steinbeck Wa- 
terfront Park in 2021? 

We put up a website a few weeks ago, and we've 
already raised $150,000. All of Steinbeck Park is go- 
ing to be paid for through private donations and/or 
grants. We have no village budget line for the park. 
So everything in Ed Hollander’s wonderful design is 
going to have to be donated in one way, shape or form 
from the public and the community. They've been 
great so far, and I expect them to continue to be. 

We have had a donation of a number of cherry trees 
that we are looking to, perhaps, line up as you come 
into the village over the bridge on the Steinbeck Park 
side and on the Windmill Park side to make a nice 
entrance to the village. We are hoping to be able to 
get Suffolk County and New York State permission 
to do that by the spring, so that’s the first step. 

Then, with a little bit of luck, we'll do a ground- 
breaking in September for Steinbeck Park. It'll look 
pretty much the way it looks right now. We're try- 
ing to get some irrigation in there so it can be a little 
greener, but we don’t want to spend too much on ir- 
rigation before we do the ground-breaking and move 
ground around. So we are measuring what we can do

and what we should wait for, but yes, we are hoping 
to be able to get Steinbeck Park opened by the fall. 
Talk about the paid parking that’s being in- 
troduced in Sag Harbor. 

As far as parking goes, we had a lot of discussions 
in the past two months about paid parking in Sag 
Harbor village, and I still believe that’s something 
that we have to do for any number of reasons, but 
we got a lot of pushback and a lot of requests that 
we start a little bit slower than we had envisioned. 
So we're going to just do it on Long Wharf and test 
the program. It is going to be an app-based parking 
program. There will be an 800 number on a phone at 
the harbormaster shack on Long Wharf if you don’t 
have a smartphone. 

We're going to try it, see how it works, and hope- 
fully it’ll raise a little bit of money. Then we'll see 
how we can bring it out and expand it. 

I do think that we have a tremendous amount of 
people who come to visit our village during the sum- 
mer, especially on the weekends and at night. We 
have probably the busiest restaurant village in the 
area, and it’s not fair that these visitors come in, take 
all the spaces and use our services, and our taxpay- 
ers barely have room to park—and they’re the ones 
who are paying the taxes! We felt that this was a way 
to ask our visitors to help shoulder a bit of the bur- 
den of our roads and our traffic issues. I still think 
that in the long-term, that is the right direction that 
Sag Harbor should go; we just have to go a little bit 


more slowly than we had planned. 
What are some new legislations that you’re 
excited about? ie 

When I started, we started an environmental com- 
mittee, and we hit some roadblocks early on.... So we 
made some compromises, and they’re good. This will 
be the first summer that the leaf-blowing law is in full 
effect, and hopefully that'll help somewhat.... We did 
put another clearing bill on; we put a lighting bill on 
recently; we put a tree bill on. There are a lot of envi- 
ronmental things coming down the pike. 

We put in a rain garden for the permeable pavement 
on Bay Street this winter, and we have a grant that 
just went in to extend that a little bit more and put 
some more permeable pavement in down there and 
continue doing that. We have rain gardens scheduled 
for different parts on Bay Street and on Redwood, 
things like that.... There are really positive things that 
are happening, so baby steps. My biggest learning 
of now 20 months in this job is baby steps—nothing 
happens fast in government. 

We are also trying to do a vaccine center. It will be 
a ways to go, but we are going to try to get a vaccine 
center in Sag Harbor. So that is something that’s tak- 
ing a lot of time these days, but that will hopefully be 
a very exciting and helpful thing for village and the 
surrounding area.

he summer before my first year 

of college I found what I believed 
to be the answer to getting through 
my life: Stay drunk as much as pos- 
~ sible. 

I loved myself trashed, perceived 
myself as funny, smart and sexy, 
my true self without the inhibitions. 
When I started freshman year, I found 
my drinking buddy peeps—cousin Bill, 
who was more like my brother, and my 
oldest girlfriend, Janet. We spent the 
first two years at a satellite campus of a 
large university and lived at home, not 
happily. But our trips in Bill’s truck, up 
into the mountains, to drink ourselves 
senseless, made up for our sense of de- 
privation. 

Miraculously, we always made it 
alive back down that mountain, some- 
times arriving at the campus in time 
to tipsily attend class. Alcoholics are 
good at spotting other alcoholics, and 
one of our professors caught on to our 
game and started joining us. This add-

ed to our sense of specialness and re- 
bellion every alcoholic loves. If every- 
body is getting tanked, it just seems... 
well, the thing to do. 

I wasn’t drinking age yet, but my 
pattern for the next 13 years had been 
set. I would start something, a show, a 
job, a class, a new bar, find the other 
drunks, and party all night long. My 
alcoholism progressed during two 
summers of singing and stumbling in 
the Poconos and two stints in summer 
theaters. 

I nearly got kicked out of college my 
senior year for drinking and sneaking 
off campus. I blew the singing job by 


drinking and acting out in a distinctly 
unprofessional way, locating and 
hooking up with the worst semi-celeb 
drunk in the Poconos. No matter how 
I started out for an evening, how great 
I looked at the beginning, I wound up 
in the worst bar in town, drinking and 
usually sleeping with the alcoholic I 
spotted across the room. Lucky I was 
that it was the 1960s (pre-AIDS). 

Not that I remembered much, as I 
had many, many alcoholic blackouts. 
But it still seemed great to me, the 
madness, the risk, the high. 

New York City was the zenith, or 
nadir, of my drinking years. Oh, I pur- 


sued my dream of a theater career in 
NYC as an actor and singer, and even 
had a modicum of success before wast- 
ing and squandering my talent and op- 
portunities. Performing was great, but 
the real drama came after the show, 
the journey from Sardi’s to Clancy’s to 
God-knows-where. I landed a Broad- 
way show at 25, wow, fantasy realized, 
found the other hopeless drunk in the 
cast, and somehow made it through 
the run, despite humiliating myself 
over and over. 

A few ragged bar-ridden years after 
that show closed, I woke up one 5 a.m. 
in a seedy hotel on old 42nd Street 
with a failed alcoholic musician I 
barely knew. The ceiling was caving in, 
there were cockroaches on the walls, 
and through my hangover, I heard 
the birds doing the horrible morning 
thing that all alcoholics loathe. 

I looked out the filthy window, and 
at my shaking hands and thought to 
myself, “This is exactly where I be- 
long.”

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East End Tick & Mosquito Controls Introduces 
March Tick Shield 


BY DAVID TAYLOR 


s the March weather gets nicer, 

more and more ticks will wake 
up from their winter slumber and be- 
gin laying millions of eggs across the 
Hamptons and North Fork. For this 
reason, Brian Kelly, tick control expert 
and owner of East End Tick & Mos- 
quito Control, is urging homeowners 
to take action this month by dealing 
with these pests before they strength- 
en their numbers and threaten to ruin 
your summer season. In March, Kelly 
recommends starting the annual bat- 
tle against ticks with an application of 
Tick Shield, a new non-spray granular 
acaracide. Here, he explains this tick 
control method in more detail. 


How exactly does Tick Shield . 


work, and how is it different 
from other tick control methods 
East End Tick & Mosquito Con- 
trol uses? 

We use the granular acaracide to 
bridge the gap between spray season 
and winter/spring. We’re targeting the 
over-wintering ticks that are going to 
emerge from the leaf litter around your 
property.... As the weather warms up 
and on warm winter days, any of the 
ticks that have not fed will come out 
to feed when the temperature is above 
freezing. They spend their winters 
buried down under the leaves where 
they can survive the winter.... What 
we do is spread these granules into the 
leaf litter, the edges of your property, 
underneath your shrub beds where 
there’s usually mulch, so that on these 
warm winter days when the ticks are 
coming out and looking for that blood 
meal, the product is already there, 
waiting to kill the ticks before they 
even have a chance to get started. 

It’s a great addition to spraying for 
ticks throughout the year and sort of 
sets the stage for the rest of the year by 
knocking that population down when 
they all start emerging. Time is run- 
ning out to get your March granules 
put down before spray season starts, 
and if you're looking to get the best 
control of your property, you'll want to 
have us put those down. 

It’s just another tool in our toolbox 
to control ticks because there’s no one 
magic bullet—you just don’t spray and 
there’s no ticks anymore, you don’t just

put the granules down and there’s no 
ticks anymore. There’s something else 
we use called tick tubes, that’s a toilet 
paper roll that’s filled with chemically 
treated cotton. We put these tubes 
all around your property where mice 
live—under the deck, by the wood pile, 
under the shed—and the way it works 
is the mice and small rodents find this 
cotton to use as padding in their nest... 
and the next time that mouse or squir- 
rel goes to lay down in their nest, it 
kills the ticks on the animal without 
hurting the animal, so it’s almost like 
putting Frontline on mice. The spray- 
ing, the granules, the tick tubes—all 
of these things together make a well- 
rounded tick control program for the 
season. 


How important is the spring 
treatment season, and what 
would be the harm of waiting un- 
til summer to begin tick control 
measures? 

If we get the ticks under control 
before Memorial Day weekend, you'll 
have a great summer. If we're start- 
ing on Memorial Day weekend, it’s a 
little bit more of an uphill battle. It’s 
not that we can’t still gain control for 
you to enjoy your property throughout 
the summer and ensure you'll have a 
lot less tick encounters, but starting as 


early in the spring as possible is defi- 
nitely recommended in order to gain 
some sort of control. The ticks that are 
coming out now need to feed, and then 
they’re going to lay eggs that are going 
to hatch in the summer. If we can con- 
trol those ticks before they lay eggs, it 
really makes a big difference because 
ticks lay three, four, five thousand eggs 
in a clutch. 

And scientists are saying that this 
year, in particular, is going to be a 
really bad year for ticks, because last 
year we had a tremendous amount of 
acorns. Every few years we have a huge 
crop of acorns, and that’s a lot of food 
to feed the rodents so the population is 
extremely robust. When we have a lot 
of rodents, we have a lot of ticks. This 
year, they’re saying we're probably go- 
ing to have a pretty bad year between 
global warming and having a big acorn 
crop last year.... That’s from a scientist 
at the Cary Institute, Dr. Richard Ost- 
feld, who studies ticks and tick-borne 
diseases. 


Are Tick Shield and other tick 
control methods safe to use 
where children and pets are like- 
ly to play? 

They are if used properly by licensed 
technicians, like we are. It’s still a pes- 
ticide, it still kills insects, so we have to 


be for very careful where we use them, 
such as too close to the water. We live in 
a very environmentally sensitive area. 
People and pets can all go back after 
the spray dries, which is usually with- — 
in the hour on a sunny day; everybody 
can go right back outside and it won't 
get transferred to anybody. As far as 
the granules go, we're sprinkling them 
into the perimeter of the property and 
they work their way under the leaves. 
With every morning that they do, they 
slowly disappear over time, but you'd 
have to find a bag of this stuff and eat 
it in order to really get hurt from it. 
We've never had a problem in 25 years | 
of business with people or pets being 
poisoned or anything like that. 

This is all we do; we specialize in 
ticks. This isn’t an add-on service for 


‘us like it might be for a landscaper. 


Yes, it’s true that there are plenty of 
people offering tick control, but it’s my 
recommendation that you use some- 
one who does this for a living.

Power Broker 


Dr. Amy Loeb —

nurse is at the helm at Peconic 
Bay Medical Center. 

Dr. Amy Loeb, this week’s Hamp- 
ton’s Power Broker, is the executive 
director at Riverhead’s Peconic Bay 
Medical Center. She was appointed 
to the post, beginning on February 1, 
2021, after a two year stint as deputy 
executive director beneath President 
and CEO Andrew Mitchell. 

Mitchell held. the position of presi- 
dent and CEO for 20 years, and was 
credited with turning around then- 
struggling Central Suffolk Hospital. 
Peconic Bay Medical Center transi- 
tioned to Northwell Health in 2016, 
an undertaking in which Dr. Loeb was 
instrumental in facilitating. 

Dr. Loeb’s pedigree is phenomenal 
and she is among the most well-re- 
spected voices in hospital administra- 
tion on Long Island. Her experience, 
though, is not solely in administrative 
roles, as she began her storied career 
in the Long Island healthcare industry 
as a nurse at Huntington Hospital 16 
years ago. 

Loeb holds a bachelor’s degree in 
nursing, a master’s in business admin- 
istration from St. Joseph's College on 
Long Island and secured her research 
doctorate from Columbia University’s 
prestigious Teachers College in Orga- 
nizational Leadership and Manage- 
ment. 

Her career trajectory and previous 
experience can not be understated.
